The immgrants who were lucky 


enough to get out alive from the 
last one or two cars were unable to 
speak English and could give no idea 
apparently of the number of people 
that were in each car* The conduc 
tor of this train could not be found, 
and for this reason the estimate of 
the number of dead must be consid- 
ered purely approximate. Railroad- 
ers and others agreed that the num- 
ber must approach one hundred. 
When the relief trains arrived as 
many of the injured as could foe car-

HORROR DOES NOT GROW LESS 


No developments since daylight 


dawned upon the horrid scene of 
wreckage on the Wabash- railroad 
near Seneca liave tended to minimize 
or detract from last night's awful 
calamity. Most of the wreckage has 
been cleared from the track. It con- 
tinues to appear that the number of 
dead victims will reach from eighty 
to one hundred, and that more than 
the latter number are suffering 
greater or lesser injuries. 
Some of 


the railroad officials assert that the 
number of dead will not exceed fifty 
but the number of corpses and partr 


of 'human forms being collected seem? 
to indicate enlargement rather thar- 
diminution of last night's estimates. 
The latest news from the scene is be- 
ing handled over a special wire ar* 
ranged for by the Associated Press.

THE FATAX, ORDER.

BEETLES RUIN STOJTE CHUKCH.

western Ohio and is built of brown 
sandstone.

The cab of engine 88, 
which had 


been forced on top of engine 151 in 
the collision, was still resting there. 


The trains which crashed together 


were the Continental limited, east- 
bound, kuown ns Ko. 4, and the reg- 
ular westbound train, 7Jo. 13. The 
No. 4 was a heavy vestibuJed train 
made up of an accommodation car, a 
day coach and a sleeper. No. 13 was 
a double-header with nine coaches, 
the first two of which 
were filled 


with Italian immigrants for Colo- 
rado. 


THE ENGIireEB'S BTORY. 


Although Engineer Strong, of the 


eastbound limited, oaw the light of 
the approaching train while yet some 
five miles away and down a straight 
track, he did not cheek his speed, be- 
cause, as ha snid, he supposed No. 
13 was waiting on a siding at Sand 
Creek. After reaching Detroit today 
Strong said: 


"I read my orders that I was to 


stop at Sand Creek and evidently the 
other crew read ^.theirs-i to stop at 
Seneca. I know that there were four 
of us-thai,read my orders the same— 
the fireman; conductor, brakeman and 


' ' " 
myself;' 
lost my orders in the 


confusion of the wreck, -but the rec- 
ords will show WKat they were and 
what tho other crew's orders were. 


'When I first saw the* headlight of 


tho other train it was far enough 
away, so I presume 
I could have 


stopped, but you know how it is with 
theso electric headlights—you cannot 
tell anything about how far away 
they are. It was on a straightaway 
track, and I thought they were wait* 
ing for me at Sand Creek. 
They 


doubtless thought we were stopped 
at Seneca, and so both of us came on 
at full speed. 


"We must have been running fifty 


miles an hour, . When we saw that 
they were on top of us 1 saw I must 
jump. There was a bridge right 
ahead and I did not want to fall in 
that, so I waited until we were past 
it and fell. There was only a slight 
embankment, 
and the crash came 


right after I let go'. I rolled fully 
three rods. 
When I came to there 


was my engine' on one side of me and 
the trucks of the second car, which 
was telescoped,, oat,the .other." 


HOLDS STRONG TO BLAME. 
Superintendent' Burns today said 


that Engineer Strong, of train No. 4* 
was responsible. "His orders," said 
he, "clearly directed him to pass train 
13 at Seneca. 
He evidently forgot 


them, for he did not stop there, and 
the collision resulted." 


Superintendent , Burns 
estimated 


the financial loss to the Wabash at 
$48,000. 


The three engines piled themselves 


in an indiscriminate heap, with the 
leading engine of No. 13 above the 
other two. ..The first three coaches of 
the train wore so telescoped that they 
were nothing but a mass of debris. 
One immigrant car was compressed 
into a compass of about eight feet in 
length on the track. 
The flames 


started below the immigrant cars and 
here the heaviest loss occurred, it be- 
ing estimated that -about fifty per- 
sons, men, women and children, were 
mowed down -by ^the -holocaust. The 
loss in the rest of 'the train was not 
heavy, the shock being borne by the 


gineer Work. Both our firemen must 
have been killed."

DR. WERMUTH IS NO MORE 


GIFTED 
YOUNG 
PHYSICIAN 


DIES FKOH LWa TROUBLE, 


End Came Just Before Midnight- 


Young Mother Succumbs to 


Typhoid Fever—Funerals.

Frightful Loss of Life in a Colli- 
sion on the Wabash Railroad 


Near Seneca Station Mich. 


OF DEAD 


One of the Trains Had Many Italian immigrants 


Aboard and they Perished Like Stock in \ 


Splintered and Burning Wreckage 
\ 


---Orders Were Disobeyed. 


Detroit, Mich., Nov. 28.—Two pas- 


seng-ar trains 011 4^6 Wabash rail- 
Toad, one going west, t'he 'other east,

east «of Seneca, Mich,, a village eleven

apparently of the number of people 
that were in each car. The conduc- 
tor of this train could not be found, 
and for this reason the estimate of 
the number of dead must be consid- 
ered purely approximate. Railroad- 
ers and others agreed that the num- 
ber must approach one hundred. 
When the relief trains arrived as 
many of the injured as could be car- 
ried were taken to Iffontpe-licr, Ohio, 
Peru, Ind., and to the hospitals at 
Adrian. 
HORROR DOES NOT GROW LESS 


No developments since 
daylight 


dawned upon the horrid scene of 
wreckage on the Wabash- railroad 
near Seneca have tended to minimize 
or detract from last night's awful 
calamity. Most of the wreckage has 
been cleared from the track. It con- 
tinues to appear that the number of 
dead victims will reach from eighty 
to one hundred, and that more than 
the 
latter number are 
suffering 


greater or lesser injuries. 
Some of 


the railroad officials assert that the 
number of dead will not exceed fifty 
but the number of corpses and partr 
of 'human forms being collected seenif 
to indicate enlargement rather than 
diminution of last night's estimates. 
The latest news from the scene is be- 
ing bandied over a special wire ar- 
ranged for by the Associated Press. 


Considerable light was shown on 


the cause for the disaster by the or- 
ders which the conductor showed a^ 
his authority for proceeding- pasl 
Sand Creek. 


THE FATAL ORDER. 


T.ho order which was delivered tr 


the train at Halloway read as fol- 
lows:
